AN EIGHTH AIR FORCE BOMB- 
ER STATION, England.— Recou nting 
the story of his miracu lou s escape 
from his own B-17 Fly ing Fortress, 
“Black Cat— 13,” which brok e in 
mid-air after an Eighth Air Force 
bombing attack on a German oil re­ 
finery at Mersebu rg, Staff Sergeant 
Robbie Gill pointed to the tail sec­ 
tion of another Fort to show the es­ 
cape hatch throu gh which he para­ 
chu ted ou t. 
The 21 y ear old tail gu nner, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Bu nk Gill, of Rt. 3, 
Hamlin, Tex as, was cramped and 
alone inside the detached tail tu rret 
section that was whirling throu gh 
space after a collision in the clou ds 
with another plane had brok en the 
rear part of the “Black Cat” com­ 
pletely off. He clambered free of a 
200-pou nd belt of twisted ammu ni­ 
tion that had been thrown ov er him 
by the jolt, pu t on his parachu te, and 
leaped ou t into the North Sea, where 
he flou ndered abou t in the icy wav es 
u ntil British Air-Sea Rescu e crafit ar­ 
riv ed and took him back to England.
